iiuiu many improvements since he was 
iu this city. 

"OVmy lust visit to Victoria," saitl 
Mr. Thompson, I was greatly im- 
pressed with this beautiful city and its 
surroundings. Many fine edifices have 
lieen u . ieted in this brief time, and cer- 
tainly yotiriiew parliiiiuent buildings are 
a credit to tiie whole ))rovince. While 1 
had licard much about this new build- 
inj; 1 had no idea tluit it [jruHented suuli 
a niagnilicont appearance, but tiien yoti 
pcojjle out here liave the reputation of 
liumt,' thiiipH well. 

" I iind business on the Coast rather 
better than is generally supposed 
in the East, and I liave no 
doubt that you are on the eve 
of much.better times. AVith the devel- 
opment of the mining interests through- 
out British Columbia the prospects of 
the province could hardly he better, and 
while you have experienced dull times, 
still I think that "we in Canada have 
reason to feel eatialied when contrasted 
with the dejdorable condition of trade 
thi-oughotJt many parts of the Unitetl 
States." 

Asked as to the crop outlook in Man- 
itoba, Mr. Thoin|jsoii said: "Our 
season in Manitoba this year is later 
than usual in consequence of our having 
had so much rain, which delayed seed- 
ing operittions to a considerable extent, 
bill with favorable weather from now 
out we look for a satisfactory harvest, 
although the wheat acreage ■will not be 
as large as last year, as it is now rather 
late to catch up with the "work. You 
see, the farmers, owing to the 
enormous crop last season, and 
tho extra work required in getting 
it properly harvested reduced the usual 
amount of fall i)ljughing and the late 
spring prevented them making pro- 
gress in their seeding which otherwise 
would have been linished ia good time. 

" Our mills are not just at present 
shipping flour to the Orient, as the un- 
fortunate condition of the currency 
rather militates against shipping suc- 
cessfuUy at the present time, hut we 
have no doubt that as the quality of our 
flouj; becomes known and appreciated a 
largedausiness will follow in tlie future. 
We are; however, shipping reeularly now 
to Suvaj I'iji, ank to Australia. Wliile 
the poor condition of the Australian 
crop has Btimulated trade in this 
direction at the present time we 
look for the continuance of the trade, 
as there will ho natundly a certain 
demand for a strong (lour eui'li as we 
produce. All these things will no doubt 
contribute towards bringing the I'acific 
coast of Canada into ni(n-e or less prom- 
ineni:e and the shijiping jjorts are bound 
to benelit." 

Speaking about the political situation 
in Manitoba, Mr. Thompson remarked : 
" In your paper of yesterday I nppetir to 
have been misunderstood in regard to a 
reference to .Air. Martin and my Liberal 
friends.

Ottawa, May 22.-;-0fficial notice is 
given in the Canadian Gazette that the 

King of Norway is sending a balloon 
expedition to the North Polo and all 
British subjects in Canada are requested 
to give the explorers, should an oppor- 
tunity present itself, all the help in 
their power. If the balloon be^een only 
and no communication be had with the 
exploring party it is requested that the 
following particulars he noted and com- 
municated either to tlie local newspaper 
or to some learned body, naming the 
day and hour in which the balloon was 
seen — directiijnof tho balloon and direc- 
tion of the wind. Should any accident 
befall the exjjlorcrs, and should they 
arrive in any locality having lost the. 
balloon, the inhabitants are asked to 
give them all ptSssiblo assistance. 

Our growing trade, both exports and 
imports, during April shows a docrcaso 
compared with April, 1895, of 
.$118,000 in exports, and ,$1,000,- 
000 in imports. The trade returns 
for the ten months ended April 
30 show a large increase ih' tioth exports 
and imports compared with the corres- 
ponding period of the previous fiscal 
year. The exports amounted to $96,- 
yO,'j,-150 as against $91,250,528, increase 
$5,052,922; imports, $92,062,405 com- 
pared with $87,853,206, being an. 
increase of $4,706,109, the betterment in 
the aggregate trade of the Dt.minion 
during the ten months amounting to 
over $10,000,000. During April duty 
was collected to^^the amount of $1,575,- 
997, an increase of .$107,500 compared 
with April, 1895. The duty collected 
durinir the ten months amounted to 
$17,O.SO,210, against $14,747,287 collected 
during the corresponding period last 
year, being an increase of ,'f2,291,923.

Engagements Between Government 
Troops and Insurgent Forces— 
Spaniards Gain Victories. 



Havana, May 22. — ^The column of 
troops commanded by Col. Delgado has 
been attacked at the Teresa plantation, 

province of Santa Clara, by a force of in 
siirptents to the number of 1,000 men 
under Aleinan, Fonseta and Sarduy, 
The troo])3 dislodged them with a bayonet 
charge, and as the enemy retreat- 
ed, the cavalry returning to the 
Pavia regiment charged and killed 22 of 
the insurgents with tiieir swords. In 
all the insurgents lost 7C killed, among 
tliem beiny leaders Pineira and Carrido, 
The troojj.s bad 18 wounded. A detacli- 
ment of troops under Col. Landa hag 
dislodged a force of insurgents from the 
fortiUed villaRe of Banes, jirovince of 
PinardelRio. The enemy in retreat- 
ing left six killed and retired with sev- 
eral wounded. 

Reports have lieen received from Col 
Melina to the ell'eut that after eleven 
hours' pursuit of the band under Zayas 
in Polvorosa he encountered the insur- 
gent vanguard under Aldama, which 
beat a retreat. He pursued them to tlie 
cattle|farra8of Moteinbow, where became 
uji with the main force of the insur- 
gents. The insurgents awaited the ap- 
jiroacli of tlie troops and received the 
cohmin with volleys of musketry. The 
troops advanced to the attack in order 
of battle. The insurgents made three 
attempts to turn tlie Hunks of the col- 
umns but were repulsed each time. 
After lighting for three hours tlie insur- 
gents beat a retreat in disorder and the 
troops took their camp. The insurgent 
loss is stated to be heavy. They left 
on the field five killed and fifty 
wounded horses. The troops still 
further pursued with carbine firing and 
with cavalry charges. The inaurgenta 
thereupon entrenched themeelves and 
defended their new jiosition at 
tliu pass of tlie river Pabna with 
treat tenacity. During the pursuit

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The British House of CoimnouH Fails 
to Outsit the Cfinailian Par- 
liament. 



Excursioiiista Dotiiiiicd In a Gis^au- 
tic Wheel For au Inordinate 
Lengrth of Time. 



LoN'DON, May 22. — At noon to-diiy the 
llouBO of Conniions WHS still in session, 
liavintr been sitting; for 21 hours, with u 
prospect of further weariness for rueni- 
bera. The dead-lock hega-n yesterday 
over a discussion on the agricultural 
rating bill, providing for a reduction of 
rates on agricultural land. Tliu house 
was in committee of the whole from 1 
o'clock yesterday forenoon, and at 'A 
o'clock yesterday morning the closure 
ivas moved. Several members refusal to 
enter the division lobby, whereupon the 
Speaker, Mr. William Oourt-GuUy, sum- 
moned and named Mr. John Dillon, 
anti-Parnellite leader, Dr. Tanner, Mr. 
\')otn\\d Sullivan, Mr. Diivi.l Lloyd 
Gcorue and Mr. .lolui ilerhert Lewis, 
the hitter two ijciiii; Welshmen, lur ilis- 
obeyint; the chair. The Conservative 
leader, .Mr. .Arthur.!. I'alluur, lirr,t lord 
o! tlie treasury, then moved the suspen- 
sion of the members named and the 
motion was carried by a vote of 209 
to 58. 

ilichael Davitt and Daniel Ma(^aleoz, 
aieniberj for .Soutb Mayo ami North 
Moiuigtian respecUively, ])('rsisted in ro- 
mnininK in tlie hmiHO during the divis- 
ion, whereupon the sergeant-at-arms 
■was summoned by the sjjeaker to remove 
then. This was done in the usual 
formal manner, Messrs. Davitt and 
Macaleez repudiating any intention of 
showing disrespect for the rales. Sir 
Wm. Vernon Harcourt, leader of the 
Liberals, thereupon moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate, claiming that the 
liouse was not in a lit condition to keep 
up the discussion, but the speaker de- 
clined to accept the motion and the tlis- 
cussion continued. Mr. liulfoiir said the 
government jiroposed to keep up tlie sit- 
ting until the bill was complete. 

The colonial secretary, Mr. Jos. Cliain- 
berltiin ; Mr. lialfour, the under secre- 
tary for foreign affairs ; and the secre- 
tary of State for India, Lord Geo. Ham- 
ilton, occupied the treasury benches all 
night long in the evening dress which 
they had worn on tlie previous night. 
Throughout the night suppers were in 
progress in the coffee room, and from the 
fact t^iafc 1,000 eggs alone were consum- 
ed it may be judged that the appetites 
of the members were sharpened consid- 
enibly by their stay in the iiouse. 

At -5 o'clock tlii.s morning tlic manager 
of tho cciUee roniii made a sortieand Buc- 
ccfdi'd in imrchasing theentire i;oiitents 
of a lish htore located in tlu; iieiuhljor- 
hoixl of the house. He loaded these ])ro- 
visiuiis ill to u cab and conveyed them to 
the hoiibii. He then started on another 
foraging expedition ami ccniually re- 
turned with two 'tubs lull of iresh bread, 
butler, milk, cofl'ee, lea, roils, saiisanes, 
bacon, ham, l!t(^, and the i)ro8pect.9 of 
Starvation for tho mciiibers so.'ii van- 
ished, ii verybody enjoyed a good bn-ak- 
fast sooner or later, and this sv.;eiii.i to 
have been sufficient to restore good lui- 
mor among the commoners, for they be- 
gan to look at the agricultural iuud rating 
bill in a more favorable light ahd amic- 
able discussion was resumed. 

Finally, At 1:30 i). m., just as the 
members were getting huiigiy again, 
loi'ging for luncheon, with the manager 
of the coH'ce room jireparini; for another 
reconuoitering expedition, all the clauses 
of the bill were agreed to, and witli many 
signs of relief the house adjourned until 
Juno 1 and members hurried away to 
their clubs or homes. 

It is a curious (toiucidence that while 
the members of the House of Commons 
were practically confined in the house 
last night, a number of persons, men, 
women and children, were undergoing a 
somewhat similar experience at Karls- 
court. A quiet party had entered the 
great wheel there koown as the " Gigan- 
tic wheel recreation tower." This struc- 
ture is in imitation of the Ferris wheel 
of the Chicago world's fair, only larger, 
the highest jjoint of the Lomlon wheel 
being oUO feel, irom the groimd, while 
tiie top ol the I'erris wheel is only 204 
J'eot high. .Shortly before S. 15 p.m. yes- 
terday the wh(-el started with quite a 
number <jf i)a>^Herit,'ers on board. l'"/Vi'ry- 
thiiig went merrily until 8.20, when the 
structure ;'t.)ppeii revolving. At lirst 
little or no attention was paid to the 
matter, but as time passed and the 
wheel woulil not budge, those able to do 
80 left the cars, and steps were taken to 
rescue those iuiprisoned higher up. 

L'lddere were procured and later lire 
BFcapes were msoL In spite of all these 
e&orts many pursoiis wore compelled to 
remain aloft. "About midnight they got 
hungry, and every mtians were devised 
to feea llieiii and make them comfortable 
for the niglit. Eventually they went to 
sleep, but awoke this morning very

After a number of 
years tho separate schoolsdid notgive justice 
to all. They were found to be a great burden 
on the poor farmers and the taxation became 
heavier on one portion of the people than the 
other. The schools were not up to the standard 
of onr public seliools, the teachers were below 
thi! standard, a spirit of dissiitisfaotlon rcigned 
HiiiongRt the majority, who liad by this time 
beeonie I'rotehtaiita, and the Manitoba Ix3gls- 
lalure passed the siateSehools Act. In passing 
that net 1 consider that tliey did not give tlio 
minoritv tliat consideration that the Maritime 
and Fas'tern iirovinccs had done. That was tho 
right time the (iiiestion shonid luivo been 
settled. After six years litigatiinx we Iind that, 
it has become a niitloiml question. Uemedlal' 
legislation as brought in by the government 
has not been endorsed bv the country. The 
Liberal party have been divided on the ques- 
tion as well as the Conservatives, ond the con- 
clasion that the wisest men in the country 
have come to is that the Manitoba Legislature 
will have to settle the matter in an honorable 
manner to all concerned.

A BLXJNDERlNa POLICY. 

It la dishonest in the Ofgans of the 
Opposition to attempt to excuse the ob- 
structionists of the late sesaion of Par- 
liament by blaming the Government for 
not being more prompt in bringing 
down their measures. Tiieir obstruc- 
tion was under any circumstances un- 
fair, unconstitutional and unpatriotic. 
And, besides, it was in our opinion, in a 
party sense, very bad policy. If, as the 
Opposition more than insinuate, the 
Government did not want to do busi- 
. nu-H, tlmt tliey desired to pursue a pol- 
icy ot delay and procrastination, is it 
nut easy to see that by obstructing them 
at every turn the Opposition were play- 
ing into their hands— doing the 
very thing that the Government 
wanted them to do? I£ the policy 
of the Government was such as the 
of^ans of the Opposition declare it to 
liavo been, the very best way to thwart 
them would have been to do all they pos- 
sibly could to facilitate the transaction 
oi business. They should have been 
careful not to place a stravr in the Gov- 
ernment's path. They should not have 
t;iven them even the shadow of an ox- 
I'.uae for neglecting to perform the busi- 
ness they had in hand and for refrain- 
ing from doint,' the worii they were 
pledged to perform. The Opposition 
knew that the election must take place 
before Tarliament met again, and that 
the members oi the Government would 
have to answer to the people either for 
having broken their promises and for 
having enacted unpopular laws, or 
for having voted away the people's 
money for mere party purposes and for 
having purposely delayed legislation 
that had been repeatedly and solemnly 
promised. Either way — on the aflsump- 
lion that the Government were insincere 
or unfaithful— the opposition would 
have good grounds for urging the pco- 
l>le to hurl them from power. L5ut they 
by their own showing stupidly threw 
away a splendid opportunity. 

I'.ut it is clear that the OpDoaitioii did 
not think that the (iovernnient were 
insincere or unfaithful, but, on the con- 
trary, that they believed that they earn- 
estly wished to do all that they had 
promised and they conse(|uently de- 
termined so to abuse the power that the 
rules of parliamentary procedure gave 
them to deprive them of tlie opportunity 
of carrying out their policy. It is both 
shallow and contemptible in them now, 
after their policy of obstruction had 
been signally successful, to turn round 
and blame the Government for not 
doing what they had done their best dur- 
ing the session, night and day, to make it 
impossible for them to do. Some of 
tliein now, when it is too late, may see 
how silly and shallow tlie party were 
during the late session, not to have 
given the Government a free band. To

PROTECT THE FISHERIES. 

Tlie e'xcelleht^ letter signed " Cabo," 
which appears in another column, will I 
be read with interest by a large propor- 1 
tiou of the British Columbia public. It 
is becoming every year more and more | 
evident that the deep sea fisheries with- ! 
in our territorial waters are of the great- 
est value to this Province and to the 
Dominion generally. This being the 
CMe/ifc is the duty of the Government 
to do everything that they can to 
preserve those lisheries. The ofiicials 
of the Department of Marine and Fish- ' 
eries know from ospcriente the destruc- 1 
tion which American poachers make on| 
the fishing grounds ^ .to vyhich,] 
they have access. It is well 
known that Amerioani aa flshetfcenV 
are moat reckless and : iiiiproyident 



They have by their murderous methods 
destroyed valuable fisheries ou the other 
Bide of the continent, and they will do 
the same on this aide if they are not 
checked in time. ■ 

A mericans have no right to fiah within 
three miles of the shores ot the Province, 
and they shpulU not f)ri^fi,nY pret^kt'be 
allowe'3 to • fish'' in the''territorial "zone. 
According to our correspondent the 
American halibut fishers destroy as i 
many fish as they take away. All lisli 
below a certain weight are thrown into 
the sea, and the greater number of those 
rejected are dead when they are thrown 
overboard. The number of Americans who 
fish inshore are already quite consider- 
able, and they will no doubt increase in 
a geometrical ratio as time progresses 
A stop, therefore, should be put to the 
poaching at once, for it will be too late 
to guard the waters of the province after 
the fisheries arf ruined. 

The depredations made by the fisher 
men on shore are a matter of bitter com- 
plaint. If they were not allowed to fisl 
within the three mile limit tiie cattle of 
the ranchers wonld be comparatively 
safe. And a stop would be also ])ut to 
smuggling and illicit trading. A smart 
cruiser on the coast for a season or two 
would cause the fishing vessels to keep 
at a proper distance from the shore, par 
ticularly after an exanijde or two had 
been made. The ranchers ought to be 
protected by the law. Our correspond 
ent, who ia a rancher ou one of the 
Queen Charlotte islands, complains that 
he has lost during the last four years 
about $2,000 worth of cattle, sheep and 
pigs, killed by Indiana and their doga, 
by Zimishiana and men from the Ameri- 
can halibut achooners. ICvidently the 
lot of the rancher on the Queen Char 
lotte Islands is not a happy one, and it 
is the duty of the Government to ex 
tend to him the protection of the law 
This would ameliorate his condition con- 
siderably, and if the fishing gi'ounds 
and coast were properly guarded traders 
and fishing companies \70u!d be encour- 
aged to erect establishments on the 
Islands, which would be an advantage 
in every way. 



.1 CHALLENGE ACCEPTED. 

The Hon. Mr. Laurier accused Sir 
Charles Tupper of havine tried to raise 
a prejudice against him in Winnipeg be 
cause he is a Roman Catholic and i 
Frenchman. He made this complaint 
at a meeting in Montreal, and defied 
the Premier to repeat in Sohmer Park, 
in that city, what he had said in AVinni- 
peg. Sir Charles Tupper accepted the 
challenge and the other day, in the face 
of a gang of bullies, evidently organized 
to throw the Oonaervative meeting into 
disorder and to intimidate him, he re 
peated what he had said in the capital 
of Manitoba. Wo clip from the Star's 
report of the Premier's sijeecli, which 
has all the appearance of being a verba 
tini report, the passage in which he 
takes up Mr. Laurier's challenge. He 
said : 

I am here, as I am always everywhere, 
in a position to maintain that I know 
but one principle and one policy (up 
roar), and that is the cardinal principle 
of equal rights to all, without respect to 
race or creed {eheeraj. I do not hesitate 
to say that the man, be he English or 
French, be he Protestant or Catholic, 
who seeks for support by endeavoring to 
array one body of the people against the 
other, of a dilFerent race or religion, ia 
only entitled to the contempt of every 
honest and intelligent man in the wun- 
try. Under these circumstances I am 
prepared to say that what 1 said at Win 
nipeg was this; ttiat I made an appeal 
to the Liberal-Conservative electors who, 
under the impression that the govern- 
ment of Canada were forcing separate 
schools upon the province of Manitoba. 
I made this appeal ; I aaid : 

"Is there a man here of intelligence 
who does not see that when the govern 
ernment are only carrying out the judg 
ment of the judicial committee of the 
Queen's Privy Council, a judgment which 
declares that the privileges that belong 
to the Roman Catholic minority have 
been taken away, and a judgment that 
declares that it is the duty of the Par 
liament of Canada to restore their priv 
ileges. I say I took the ground that 
every (uproar) Liberal Conservative waa 
bound in honor to stand by his j)arty in 
endeavoring to restore the privileges of 
which the feeble Roman Catholic minor- 
ity liad been rohbed, and stand by his 
jiarty instead of striking down his party 
lor the pur|)ose of bringing into i)ower a 
French Roman Catholic premier, who 
himself declared that he had ojiposed tlie 
bill because it was too weak to accomp 
lish its object. " 

Every one who reads theappeul calmly 
and intelligently, particularly every 
honest Oonaervative, must see that there 
was nothing ofl'ensive in this appral to 
the Roman Catholic religion or to the 
French Canadians as a people. Hemust 
say that the appeal was a jierfcctly fair 
one, for it cannot but a])pear absurd to 
biui that Conservatives should turn 
against Sir Charles Tupper and their 
party because he did all he could to ex- 
tend what he considered justice to the 
Manitoba minority under the Conatitu 
tion, in order to elevate to power a 
Frenchman and a Roman Catholic who 
•had declared his intention to do the 
same thing, and who at the same 
time denounced Sir Charles Topper's 
Bemedial Bill as a half-hearted measure 
wbich.did not give the Jtfanitoba minor- 
ity all they were entitled to. Conser- 
vatives who are excited and agitated 
may not at'thci moment see how absurd- 
ly inconaistent sucli a course ia; but 
wheii.tho excitement diminishes and 
they become calm, they will see how 
unjust and how foolish it ia unddf such 
oircutpptanjjeg to desert _gir.

■ FRANK utterances!'' 

Wow that the election is at band it is 
amusing to see how gingerly the Grit 
freetraders handle the trade question 
and how mtncingly they talk about pro- 
tection. When the election was far ofl" 
and they did not know how the people 
felt about protection and what they 
thought about free trade they were open 
and unguarded in their utterances on 
the trade question. Even Mr. Laurier 
himself came from behind the lines of 
Torres Vedras and let the country have 
a glimpse of what he really thought on 
the subject. Here ia what he said in 
one of his speeches : 

" I denounce to you the policy of pro- 
tection as bondage; yes, bondage; and 
I refer to bondage in "the same manner 
in which American slavery was bondage. 
Sir, our policy is freedom of trade such 
as exists in England, such as is practis- 
ed in Great Britain. I propose that wo 
should follow England's example, and 
open our porta to the products of the 
world. " 

Sir Richard Cartwright, who does the 
thinking for the Grits on matters of 
trade and finance, has never taken much 
pains to conceal hia thoughts on those 
subjects. Hero is one of his utterances : 

" Whether I have earned or desurveil 
tbe support of the Reform party I do not 
propose" to discuss. 

" If we aucceed it is, as I have said 
elsewhere, rather more than likely a 
post of difficulty and danger in the new 
Administration will be the one which 1 
w'ill be called upon to'lill. 

" iS'ow, I know Ijetter tlian most men, 
better, perhaps, indeed, than any other 
man in Parliament or out of it, exactly 
what it means, under existing condi- 
tions, for the simple, but suflicicnt, rea- 
son, I have been in before."— Sir Rich- 
ard at Norwich, Feb. 13, 1805. 

" Sir, they demand our policy. 

" Well, .sir, they shall have ouripol 
icy, and I believe'l do speak for my hon- 
orable friends beside me. i 

"Our policy is death to protection 
and war to the knife to corruption. 

•' Sir, we strike, and we will strike, 
for liberty and freedom from this sys 
tem of protective taxation. 

" I tell the honorable gentlomeji that 
we will not rest nutil the slavery-that 
they have imposed upon us has betome 
a thing of the past." — Sir Richard, 1894 
Hansard, p. 336. 

Below is another of hia declarations: 

"These honorable gentlemen chal 
lenge us — these consistent mortals who 
are shocked at our inconsistency, de- 
mand our polioyi and in especial ^they 
demand mine. , ' 

" Sir, they shall have it. ', 

"I announced it years ago; my" pol- 
icy from first to last, ever since this in- 
famous system was put on the statute 
book, has been to do away with protec 
tion — how I did not care." — Sir Richard 
Cartwright, 1894. Hansard, p. 330. 

Some people imagine that there is a 
difl'erenceof opinion between Sir Richard 
Cartwright and Mr. Laurier on the trade 
question. Sir Richard says there is not 
This is what ho said a little while ago: 

" If any gentleman present thought 
there was any difference of opinion be 
Iween them (Sir Richard and Mr. Laur 
ier), ho asked him to rise in the meet 
ing and give liis reason for so believing. 

" So far as luniian knowledge went, 
he had the beat of evidence for saying 
that he waa in perfect accord with the 
leaders of his party. 

" He would not say anything about 
what he had done in the i)ast. 

" He knew his faults and bis weak 
nesses, and he knew he was human. 

" They knew that if the Liberal party 
was successful at the approaching elec 
tions, a;i he believed they wonld be, 
in all probability he would bo called njjon 
to fill tlieofiico which be held in the Mac 
kenzie administration." — Sir .Richard 
Cartu right at IngereoU. Globe,, jp.Duary 
29, 1895.

Burns 
and U. E. Pooley. iiotli Mr. Bodwell 
and Mr. McPhillips delivered able ad- 
dresses to the jury, and the Chief .lustice 
charged the jury at 7 p.m., dealing ex- 
haustively with the evidence and leav- 
ing the following questions for their 
consideration: (1) Was there a contract 
expressed or implied between the jilain- 
tifl's and defendants? (?) Was the pur- 
chaser at the sale for .$77,500 in respect of 
which cominission is claimed introduced 
by the idaiiitiU's to the defendants? 
His Lordship also directed the jury that 
if they found that there was an express 
contract the plaintifl's would be entitled 
to a verdict of 5 per cent, on .'f 77, 500, if 
iinjilied, they were to give the plaintiff 
such commission not excee<l!ng 5 per 
cent., as they thought reasonable. The 
jury were out aliout one hour, and re- 
turned the following verdict : (1.) That 
there was an implied contract between 
the iilaintill's and the defendants. (2.) 
That the purchaser was found through 
the plaintifl's' introduction. (3.) That 
the plaintiffs are entitk.'d to a commis- 
sion of 21-2 per cent, on !i;77,.')0O. Mr. 
McPhillips then moved that judgment 
be entercil for the iilaintilfH lor $1 ,037.50 
and costs oi the action, inclmiing the 
costs of the commirisiiin to take the evi- 
dence of .M. M. Boyd. The Chief Jus- 
tices directed that judgment be entered 
ac(!ordiiiglv. .^lessrs. A. K. JMcPliillips 
and L. V. bull' for the plaintill's; Mr. E. 
y . liodwell for the defendants.

The fastest voyage on record between 
Sydney, N.S.W., and Victoria was end- 
ed at 7 o'clock last evening when the R. 
M.S. Warrimoo, Capt. IJepworth, li.'S. 
R., tied up at the outer wharf after a 
particularly fine trip lasting just 21 days 
and four hours, inclusive of stoppages of 
ten and seven hours respectively! a£ Sa- 
moa and Honolulu. It was Capt. Ilcp- 
worth'a first trip on the Warrimoo, and 
ho was not only cordially welcomed on 
his arrival but was warmly congratula- 
ted on his speedy voyage. The record of 
this, as kept for the Colonist by Purser 
Frank E. Bellmaine, who takes Purser 
Humphrey's place for one tri|i while the 
latter is recujierating, is as follows: 

Cleared Sydney heads at 5:15 p.m., 
May 1 ; passed Lord Howe island at 1 
a.m., Mav 3, and Mount Washington at 
'2 a.m.. May 7, arriving at Suva at 7 :37 
a.m., the same date. Left again at 
12:30 p.m., clearing the group ati,2 a.m. 
next morning, passing Alofa island at 
2 p.m., same day ; crossed the eqtiatcr ai 
3:30 p.m., on the 10th, and arrived at 
Honolulu at 0:30 a.m.. May 15. Left 
Honolulu at -1 p.m., the same day; 
rounded Capo Flattery at I :-t5 p.m., 
and arrived at Victoria at 7 p.m., on 
May 22. Experienced moilerate to 
strong head-winds, with line weather, 
till noon of the -Ith, thence strong head- 
winds, with rough sea, to arrival at 
Suva.

The eldene are returning from a 
two 3'oars' missionary tour in New Zea- 
land and Tasmania, where they seem to 
have hail considerable success. The con- 
verts have sold oui their belongings in 
New 7.ealand in order to go to the prom- 
ised land of Utah, where they will set- 
tle. The ^Mormons claim to have made 
great strides in the southern hemis- 
j)liere, and assert that they have 0,000 
adherents in New Zealand alone. Three 
thousand of these are Maoris, who can- 
not be persuaded to leave their island 
h'ome. A majority of the others are said, 
however, to be contemplating a transfer 
from the south to the north. The 
Church of the Latter Day Saints is also 
making considerable headway in the 
Australian colonies projier, especially in 
Sydney, where a substantial mission 
house has just been erected in the sub- 
url) of Alexandria. The Warrimoo's 
party go on to Vancouver and proceed 
thence to Utah via the G.P.R and Groat 
Northera roads. 

Among other passengers was Mr. F. 
G. H. NVilliams, formerly of the Mont- 
real Gazette, who has returned fully 
niiviiiced of the possibility of a greatly 
developed trade iietween Caiuula and 
Australia. Sj)eaking generally of his 
trip last evening, ISlr. Williams said 
some Canadian agencies in Sydney are 
doing remarkably well ; for example, it 
may bu said that the Warrimoo has 
manifested 1,000 worth of suspenders as 
well as a largo order of window shades. 
A Canadian bicycle introduced in New 
South Wales recently had a big run, 
some .')00 having been disjiosed of in less 
than 10 ilays. At the time of dei)artnre 
of the Warrimoo there were not less than 
50,000 people receiving goveriiiiieiit re- 
lief, which shows that things in Australia 
aro not improving very rapidly.

Bodies of the Victims of the V Cowan" 
Wreck Are Brous'it to Victoria by 
the " Quadra," 

With all her flags at half-mast tlie Do- 
minion steamer Quadra entered port yes- 
tenlay afternoon, bringing with her the 
bodies of (,'aptain Thompson smil three 
others of the crew of the wrecked vessel 
Janet Cowiiii, to have them interred in 
Ross Bay cemetery. Since the disasti'r last 
winter the remains of Ibesi' nid'ortunati 
men, who died from cidd and exposure, 
he ve been 1 ving iidernid near the scene of 
the wreck, one of the wildest and most 
desidate parts of the coast of Vancouver 
l.slaiid. 

A party of three men, in charge of Mr. 
(."aselloii, employed by Mr. H.ayward, of 
this city, were senr up in t he tjmidra last 
Tuesdii'v to the scene of the wreck and 
there, a"ssisted by the crew of t he tjiiadra 
after two days oi' fearfully hard work, tin 
bodies were 'carried tljroiigh the bush ti 
the beaidi, where th(-y were enclosed in air 
tight, Collins and tidcen on board th 
Govertmieat steamer. The bush through 
which the bodies had to be carried was 
of the wildest and most impenetrable char- 
acter, and the only way hy which they 
could get out was by cutting a jiath from 
the telegraph trail to the nearest shore 
arrival at winch the bodies were lowered 
down the clill's by ropes to the beach. 

The graves were two miles apart, anil by 
the side cd' the telegr.aph line between Car 
rnanidi and Cajie lieale, nearc, [)art of tin 
coast known as Cape ('liiMcwab. An in 
.scription to the decCaseds' memory hiul 
heeit placed on the nearest tree. With the 
bodies of William Pevcrall and W. Selkirk, 
who were buried together, was found a 
purse con tinning some gold luid silver 
and this was handed to Cai)tain Walhran 
by Jlr. Caseltoii. 1 1 is hoped through tl.r 
IJepartmenl of .Marine ami l''isherles, the 
relatives of the late owner will receive this 
money. 

The weather throughout the trip was e.x- 
e.xceptionalh' line, with a comparatively 
.smooth sea ; had it been otherwise, owing 
to the extreme wildness and unknown 
chiiracter of the coast oil" which the Quadra 
had to anchor, the arduous work could not 
possibly have been carried out with the 
.success that has attended ic. 

Tlie coflins were covered with black cloth 
with electro plated mountings and name 
[ilates.

Before tlie Danube left the 
river spring fishing had he^wn. but owing 
to the backward season the fisli were not 
plentiful. The fislierineu In consequence 
were making very small pay and went on 
strike for higher wages, demanding 50 and 
10 cents for lish caught other seasons lor 
2.') cents and (i cents.' The strikers seem 
determined to adhere to their staiui, but 
the employers, it is said, can tjasily replace 
them with other labor. ljusines.s' on the 
iSI<eena, iiowever, was suajiended when the 
Danube left. At that time the Hudson 
Bay steamer Caledonia was littini; out at 
Port Simpson lor a trip up the Stickeen, 
having juat returned from a good trip uj) 
theSkeena. The Danube passed the Al-Ki, 
bound north, in Tongass narrows.

POACJILNG AND MARAUDING. 

To Tjii: KditoI! :— -In rid'ereuee to the let- 
ters recently printed in the Cui.nMST re the 
.\niericaii sxdiooners wbieb eunn^ lo \'ir:igo 
Sounil and Kosu Spit for halibut, permit 
llie to state that last year no le>s lhan six- 
teen schoiineis were seen lisliing fnr hali- 
but close lu die shore, on the out.-ide not 
two miles from llie beacii, between .Massetl 
and Hose Spit. Last June iii one day four 
schooners were busily employed lishing, 
one near Virago Sound, one off Masseit 
Ilaiiior, half way between Massett and 
Kose.Spit, anil one at the Spit. This year 
four liavc' already gone down to Seattle and 
(dsewbere on llie .Vnieriejui sidi' full i-if 
lialibut caught arnund \'irago Soiiiiil and 
Massett. Tbi-y now come close to the vil- 
lage and aneliiir. Some of llicMn sleep in 
lents aslicre r.ni il I lie sch. n mi'rri are loaileil. 
Why should these ve.-scls Iji- allowed to 
com'e iioaehing '.' Is there no law or au- 
thority in British Colum bia by which they 
could be prevented? The Indians are now 
in a state of great excitement, as some of 
the schooners lish on their groiiiuls ami 
drive them elsewhere. 

Sonietimes the Indians are bribeil by 
liipior to keep (iniet and not report them. 
.Several times Indians havii rolurned home 
the worse lor lii|Uor thus obtained. Tliei-e 
is a ,L 1', located here but as he has receiv- 
ed no autbority to make a seizure it is im- 
possible for biiii to inlerfeie. This month 
three of those schooners could easily have 
ho'eii seized as they were anchored close to 
Alassett until they loaded. Mr. Alexander 
and others hiive cattle on the island, some 
along the coast and some at UoseSi)it. Now 
these schooners lisii bi'tweeii .Massett and 
Rose Spit, and have during the summer 
niontliH always a jilentil'iil snpnly of I'resb- 
ly killed lieef'on board. Where do they get 
tliisbeef? Several Indians when enean:p- 
ed at Rose Spit saw men come ashore with 
guns and sacks, and those men told the In- 
iliaiis that the cattle were imported by the 
government for the benelit of the nutives 
<as there are no deer on the islands) ami 
aince they have become numerous unyime 
is permitted to shoot them iit any time. 
Thus it is easily seen that the guns were to 
shout cattle with and the sacks to carry 
tin; heel away in. 

Why are "such illegal proceedings al- 
lowed"? .\re these islands considered as 
part of ]!rit ish Columbia or not? At pres- 
ent it looks as though we belong to the 
Stars and Slri|)es, as both the water and 
the land aeeiii to yie.d everything for their 
ihenelit alone. The traders" canuyt remain 



in bu.smesis here as it is impossible to com- 
pete with those schooners, which smuggle 
provisions and dry goods and trade openly 
witli the natives without let or hindrance. 
Licenses have to be purchased, the duties 
have to be paid, and yet we are left to the 
ti^nder mercy of those who, without license 
and free of dutyp are allowed "to come and 
go when and how tli'ey like. ■ How can the 
ranchers be expected to make a living here 
when their best niiinials are shot down and 
carried away by foreigners? We are treated 
almost like "those wlio are sent to Siberia. 
We labor ami sweat and others reap the 
reward of our toil. No wonder that the I n- 
dians kill the cattle belonging to Harrison 
when the schooners are allowed to come 
from Seattle and set them the oxamjile. 

Now, the remedy for such illegal pro- 
ceedings is to have a person appointed with 
sulHcietit authority to sofze every illegal 
vessel that makes an appearance. A cus- 
toms oHicer could easily be maintained 
here. In addition to the schooners that 
come from the American side the Massett 
Indians have for many years brought over 
considerable supjilies from Alaska. Why 
are white men eonipelleil to pay duty when 
the Indians are allowed such p"rivileges? A 
few years ago a boat was purchased in 
Alaska and sold at^Iassett to a white man, 
whilst at the same time and ever since the 
Indians have brought boats, provisions and 
dry goods in from Alaska, and are never 
troubled. Soinething is radically wrong, 
and this great iniusliee ought to be ju-e- 
vcuiteil. The settlers and those engaged in 
business have to pay their taxes, and yet 
not one cent's worth of consideration do 
we receive either from tlie Ottawa or the 
provincial authorities. To suinmariso the 
above let nie state that last year: 

1. The Americans got immense quanti- 
ties of halibut In and around Virago Sound, 
Massett and Rose Spit. 

2. The settlers' cattle were killed and 
carried ;iway by the men on some of the 
scdiooners. 

.'l. T'he Indians are allowed to bring home 
whatever they purchase in Alaska duty 
free; and on the enntrary : 

1. The province loses tiiat amount of lish 
which is carried away in addition to that 
whieli is destroyed, as nijlhing less thai a 
l'orty-i)ound tish is kept; the others are 
thrown overboard. 

2. 'J'he settlers are unable to live here il' 
their cattle are stolen every year. 

.'i. The whites havi' their taxes and cus- 
toms duty to ))ay on their provisions, etc., 
anil nre without anjiyin-otection. 

Now, yir. Editor, "l hope that someone 
with an abler |i0ii than mine will read this 
and so take np our case and place it before 
the iiroper authorities continually until we 
are treated as Canadians and not as Sibe- 
rian exiles. Oado.
